And where those tuition 1s not paid by the student, then
the general fund appropriation it shows as reduction in their
cash fund receipts and it is replaced with general fund.
Now thls is the same concept as far as public institutions
are concerned that |s envisioned in 126 is that you' re going
to provide a Job on the canpus and whether you fund that Job
1n the budget bill 100 percent or fund the Job with fromthe
general fund, 65 percent of it com ng through this and 35
percent through the budget bill, it ends up with the same
identical dollars. And | have great, | have pointed this
out a nunber of times to the public institutions that one,
LB 126 will not add one single dollar to their operations.
If there's aneed for a Job on those canpuses and the Job

needs to exist whethex you fund it 1n a budget bill ox fund
it through thls nmechanlsm it costs you the same. The Job
can still be there and everything is net and | guess what

the anendrment really does, it pinpoints where the benefit

goes. Now there is an alternative and | supported the
approprlation bill going out of appropriation to the tune

of $5 million.
